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Transport Secretary questions the cost of Crossrail 2

EPSOM and Ewell MP Chris Gray¬ 
ling has backed a cross-London 
rail route starting in his borough 
following a “productive meeting” 
with the Mayor of London. 

Transport Secretary Mr Gray¬ 
ling said there was no doubt that 
London needed a new infrastruc¬ 
ture project to support its growth 
as the “UK’s economic power¬ 
house” following a meeting with 
Sadiq Khan this week. 

The route of the £30million pro¬ 
ject could begin in Shepperton, 
Chessington South or Epsom in 
the southwest, and head towards 
Wimbledon, Tooting Broadway 
and Clapham Junction before 
crossing the river, maps drawn 
up by Transport for London (TfL) 
reveal. 

But questions remain how the 
project could be afforded, and 
whether the land required for the 
route would be subject to compul¬ 
sory purchase orders (CPOs). 

A public consultation is to be 
launched after the question of 
funding reaches a “successful out¬ 
come”, a Department for Trans¬ 
port spokeswoman stated. 

Mr Grayling this week said: “I 
am a supporter of Crossrail 2, but 
given its price tag we have to en¬ 
sure that we get this right. 

“The Mayor and I have agreed 
to work together on it over the 
coming months to develop plans 
that are as strong as possible, so

that the public gets an afforda¬ 
ble scheme that is fair to the UK 
taxpayer” 

Kate Chinn, Labour council¬ 
lor on Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council told the Epsom Guardian 
she supports Crossrail 2, but that 
the borough’s residents also need 
Zone 6, more reliable trains and 
the dispute between Southern 
Rail and train driver unions to be 
resolved. 

Residents have long demanded 
Epsom being brought into the Oys¬ 
ter Card network, but this is yet 
to happen. At a General Election 


hustings event in June, Mr Gray¬ 
ling explained this was because 
the operating system “ran out of 
capacity”. 

Councillor Chinn added: “A lot 
of people in Epsom commute (into 
London), and anything that makes 
commuting a better experience is 
very welcome.” 

When asked whether Cllr Chinn 
worried development work to pre¬ 
pare Epsom for Crossrail, she said: 
“The devil is in the detail and we 
will have to see that detail, but big 
infrastructure projects often mean 
construction and disruption.” 


Ewell West, Stoneleigh, Worces¬ 
ter Park, Chessington South and 
Chessington North stations are 
also included on the provisional 
route drawn up by TfL. 

Brian Angus, the chairman 
of Ewell Village Residents As¬ 
sociation described the oppor¬ 
tunities Crossrail presented as 
“mind-blowing”, but he remained 
cautious about the impact station 
and line expansion may have on 
the area. 

“We are aware of lots of defi¬ 
ciencies at West Ewell station: 
the difficulties in accessing the 
station from Gibraltar Recreation 
Ground, its narrow entrances, 
difficulties in using the Oyster 
Card readers,” he told the Epsom 
Guardian. 

“It’s an exciting prospect that 
Crossrail 2 will change all that, 
will overcome these problems and 
that radical solutions will come 
through.” 

Mr Grayling came under fire for 
his support of Crosrail, however, 
as the news broke days after a se¬ 
ries of rail prjects in Wales, the 
Midlands and the north were axed 
or downgraded. 

A joint statement from the may¬ 
ors of Greater Manchester and 
Liverpool, and leaders of Man¬ 
chester City Council, Leeds City 
Council, Sheffield City Council, 
and the deputy leader of New¬ 
castle City Council, read: “If the 
Government can’t be trusted to 
stick to promises already given, 
then it is hard to have confidence 
that they will deliver longer-term 
agreements made to the north.”

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Swimmer makes waves with 
challenge to honour dead friend

A swimmer finished a three-part 
open water challenge in style this 
weekend, finishing top British 
male in his age bracket at a swim¬ 
ming festival between Europe and 
Asia. 

Mick Helps completed the last 
of three of Europe’s toughest 
swims on Sunday, July 23, when 
he crossed the 6.5-kilometre Bos¬ 
phorus Straits - part of the conti¬ 
nental boundary in north-western 
Turkey - alongside swimming 
partner Mark Pollard. 


Mick, from Long Down Lane 
North, had previously swam the 
eight-mile Gibraltar Straits be¬ 
tween Europe and Africa in May 
2016, before taking on the English 
Channel in both directions while 
battling high winds that dragged 
him so far off course he ended up 
swimming more than 90 miles. 

After competing alongside 2,200 
other swimmers in the annual fes¬ 
tival in Turkey, Mick said: “This 
has been a wonderful adventure 
inspired by a very sad event and 
I have been moved by the interest 
from far and wide.” 

A keen swimmer since child¬ 


hood, Mick had taken to the indoor 
pool at Epsom District Swimming 
Club as well as in Shepperton Lake 
near Staines to prepare for the 
warm-weather swim. 

The Epsom District Swimming 
Club Masters Swimmer had ended 
up unconscious in the water about 
a mile off the south coast of Eng¬ 
land while taking on the English 
Channel last August. 

He added: “I would like to thank 
everyone for their support, but 
in particular my wife, Dawn, for 
whom the journey has not always 
been easy to watch.” 

Mick has raised more than two- 


thirds of the £12,000 hopes to raise 
for the British Heart Foundation 
in honour of his friend. 

He chose the charity after his 
former water polo captain and 
long-time friend Mark Shepherd, 
53, died from a heart attack in Jan¬ 
uary 2016. 

Mick had told the Epsom Guard¬ 
ian: “I’d like to help with whatev¬ 
er I can give to the British Heart 
Foundation and to keep Mark in 
everyone’s memories. 

“I know his family still miss 
him. He’s such a big character.”

EIGHT PENGUINS were killed 
by a fox at Chessington World 
of Adventures after it broke 
into their enclosure. Five 
were adults and three were 
infants, and a ninth penguin 
was injured during the attack. 
Lisa Britton, assistant zoo 
manager at Chessington World 
of Adventures, said: “It is with 
great sadness that we have to 
announce the death of eight of 
our Humboldt penguins, which 
it is apparent were killed by an 
urban fox that infiltrated their 
home at Penguin Bay overnight 
at the end of June. Another pen¬ 
guin was injured, but received 
veterinary care and has made 
a full recovery.” The remaining 
20 penguins were moved to 
a secure location. Ms Britton 
added: “We are investigating 
why this happened, as Penguin 
Bay, only built in 2015, had 
special measures put in place 
to deter foxes and therefore we 
are shocked and saddened at 
this news. The eight Humboldt 
penguins, were part of a group 
of 28 here at the resort, which 
we know are extremely popular 
with our guests, and much loved 
by all of us here, especially 
our dedicated zoo team. Our 
remaining penguins have been 
moved to a secure area while 
we take additional measures 
to secure Penguin Bay, which 
we hope to reopen soon. The 
welfare of our animals is the 
primary concern to us. We are a 
member of the European Asso¬ 
ciation of Zoos and Aquariums, 
and the British and Irish Asso¬ 
ciation of Zoos and Aquariums, 
both of which have strict codes 
of practice and ethics covering 
animal management, conserva¬ 
tion, research and operations.”

A public meeting was re¬ 
cently held where locals and 
staff were able to voice ques¬ 
tions or concerns about the 
future of Epsom and St Helier 
hospitals.

Trust chief executive, Dan¬ 
iel Elkeles, said: “I am really 
pleased we had this oppor¬ 
tunity to reflect on the past 
year and engage with our 
local community about the 
future of our hospitals. 

“Thanks to the hard work 
and innovation of our staff, 
as well as strong working re¬ 
lationships with our health 
and social care partners, we 
have achieved a great deal 
and have a lot to be proud of. 

“In recent years we have 
become much safer, im¬ 
proved the quality of our 
care, recruited hundreds 
more frontline clinical staff 
and stabilised our finances. 

“But the fact is we are held 
back by our ageing build¬ 
ings, many of which were 
designed before antibiotics 
were discovered. We want to 
continue improving, and we 
aspire to deliver great quality 
care despite the many chal¬ 
lenges we all know that the 
NHS faces, both in the short 
and medium term”. 

During the calendar year 
the hospital revealed that

it took in a record 913,583 
patients with £16.7 million 
spent on improving build¬ 
ings, ICT systems and medi¬ 
cal equipment. 

Mr Elkeles added: “It is 
vital that our hospitals pre¬ 
pare for the future now, and 
that is why we have started 
our Epsom and St Helier 2020- 
2030 engagement campaign. 

“We want Epsom and St 
Helier to be ready for what¬ 
ever the future may bring. 
That’s why we are asking 
for your help and support in 
making our case for an in¬ 
vestment of between £300 and 
£400 million, to help keep our 
services local, and to build a 
new specialist acute facility 

“The more people who en¬ 
gage with us, the better we 
can shape our new acute fa¬ 
cility to fit the needs of the 
local community”

A deputy headteacher has 
been jailed after admit¬ 
ting filming children get¬ 
ting changed after sports 
sessions. 

Andy Robson, who taught 
at Ewell Castle School, was 
jailed for two years at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court last week. 

The 42-year-old from Leslie 
Road, Dorking, also received 
a 10-year Sexual Harm Pre¬ 
vention Order (SHPO) and 
must also sign the sex offend¬ 
ers’ register for 10 years. 

The school’s principal 
Peter Harris wrote to parents 
after Robson’s sentencing on 
Friday, July 21 to confirm the 
outcome of the hearing. 

Mr Harris had previous¬ 
ly written to parents letting 
them know of Robson being 
charged, and had held a meet¬ 
ing for staff and parents. 

Robson was arrested after 
police, executing a search 
warrant of his house, seized 
a device believed to be host¬ 
ing indecent images of chil¬ 
dren on February 22.

Surrey Police then 
launched an investigation 
along with Surrey Children’s 
Services as part of the coun¬ 
ty’s multi-agency safeguard¬ 
ing procedures. The probe 
found that the images had 
been recorded covertly and 


consisted of groups of chil¬ 
dren getting changed after 
school sporting activities, the 
force stated. 

Robson pleaded guilty to 
two counts of making inde¬ 
cent images of children and 
two counts of taking inde¬ 
cent images of children at 
Guildford Magistrates’ Court 
on June 19, ahead of his sen¬ 
tencing last week. 

‘Making’ indecent images 
typically means download¬ 
ing. 

Detective Inspector Jon 
Vogel, from Surrey Police’s 
Paedophile Online Investiga¬ 
tion Team, said: “The taking 
and making indecent imag¬ 
es of children is deplorable 
and the sentence handed out 
reflects that. 

“I hope the outcome is 
some consolation to the 
victims and their families.” 

DI Vogel added: “Surrey 
Police treats all allegations 
of this nature extremely seri¬ 
ously and I would encourage 
anyone who has concerns 
about anyone believed to be 
involved in taking or making 
indecent images of children 
to report it to us straight 
away.” 


A SUSPECTED burglar escaped 
helicopters and specially trained 
police officers after a police 
chase across two counties and 
along two motorways. 

A helicopter from the National 
Police Air Service (NPAS) and 
officers on the ground chased 
the suspect from Sussex into 
Walton-on-the-Hill before Tues¬ 
day afternoon. 

Police in Sussex received a 
report of a burglary at about 
3pm after a man allegedly stole 
a light blue BMW. 

The car travelled northbound 
on the M23 before joining the 
M25 - while it was chased by 
specially trained officers, Surrey 
Police stated. The chase came 
to an end at 3.34pm in Hurst 
Drive, Walton-on-the-Hill. The 
suspect fled the vehicle and 
headed towards Chequers 
Lane, a force spokesperson 
added. A witness on social 
media reported seeing 
“unmarked and armed (police) 
units” around nearby Dorking 
Road on Tuesday afternoon. 

One man has been described 
as white, possibly in his late 
20s, wearing a white shirt and 
white baseball cap. He was 
possibly accompanied by an¬ 
other man, the force added. To

POLICE are appealing for witnesses af¬ 
ter a 12-year-old boy was “aggressively” 
robbed in broad daylight in Epsom. 

The boy was walking along Downside 
just before 4pm on Tuesday, July 18, 
when he was allegedly approached by 
two teenagers who demanded his money. 

A spokesperson for Surrey Police said: 
“One of the boys took the victim’s wallet 
out of his pocket and they then ran off in 
the direction of Heathcote Road. 

“They were seen turning into the Na¬ 
tional Counties Building Society car 
park which leads to Burgh Heath Road 
and Church Street.” 

One suspect is described as a black 


male, 6ft, of a skinny build and aged be¬ 
tween 16 and 18. 

He has brown eyes, a small thin mous¬ 
tache, with possibly short black hair but 
was wearing a long sleeved black hoodie 
over his hear. He wore a black tracksuit 
bottom. 

The other suspect is described as a 
white male, 6ft, of a skinny build, aged 
between 16 and 18. He had ginger/blonde 
short curly hair and wore a grey track- 
suit top and bottom.

Ricardo Hunter, 34, was found 
dead in the garden of a property 
in Church Lane at about 2.30am 
on Monday, July 25,2016. 

He was found dead at the scene 
and a post-mortem examination 
concluded the cause of death as 
a result of a gunshot wound. 

Detective chief inspector 
Mike Ashcroft, who is leading 
the investigation, said: “It’s now 
been a year since Ricardo was 
shot and killed and I am still 
appealing for information from 
his community as to who was 
involved in the planning and 
shooting. 

“You know if you were at the 
party and haven’t come forward 
and it is to you I am making this 
appeal. 

“We believe that some mem¬ 
bers of the community know 
who killed Ricardo, and we urge 
you to assist our investigation 
and help us get closure for the 
victim’s family.” 

A £10,000 reward is available 
for information that leads to the 
direct arrest and conviction of 
those responsible. 

Officers from the Surrey and 
Sussex Major Crime Team con¬ 
tinue to carry out an extensive 
investigation to establish the 
circumstances surrounding his 
death.

A 60-year-old man who 
walked the length of Britain 
over three months to raise 
money for the armed forces 
has returned home. 

Steve Athawes, originally 
from Carshalton who now 
lives in Worcester Park, 
started his journey from 
Lands End in Cornwall on 
April 19 and finished at John 
O’Groats in Scotland on July 
20. 

The idea for this venture 
was inspired 30 years ago 
when Steve watched First 
and Last, a film about a man 
from Carshalton who experi¬ 
enced the same journey. 

Steve said: “I remember 
thinking I would like to do 
that when I retire. I had a hip 
replacement nine months 
ago and I’m not getting any 
younger or fitter so I thought 
now is the time to do it. 

“I didn’t want this to be one 
of those things I never got 
done as it’s been on my radar 
for so many years.” 


Unable to get the time off 
work, estates manager Steve 
was forced to quit his job. 

He said: “It was a bit of a 
bold decision but not that 


much because my wife was 
very supportive. Even now in 
the cold light of day I’m still 
glad I did it even though I 
have to find another job.” 


On average Steve travelled 
between 15 and 20 miles per 
day during his charity walk. 

“In terms of doing it alone, 
it’s as much mental as it is 
physical. It is quite tough to 
stay positive on every day for 
three months, but to be fair 
I didn’t really struggle that 
much with it, you just have to 
look at it day to day.” 

Steve carried a 25 kilo bag 
during the walk and often 
camped because staying in 
B&Bs for 100 days would have 
been too expensive. 

To prepare him for the 
challenge Steve rose from bed 
at 4.30am before work to go 
out walking while carrying a 
bag to get himself fit. 

In 2015 he walked from 
coast to coast and he has also 
completed 100 kilometres en¬ 
durance walks for charity. 

SSAFA, an armed forces 
charity that helped more 
than 67,000 last year, was the 
group Steve wanted to raise 
money for. 

He explained: “I don’t 
think we look after our ser¬ 
vice people very well. While 
I was on the trip I met a lot 
of women on their own from 


abroad doing long walks. It’s 
nice that they could come to 
the UK to do long distance 
walking on their own. 

“One of the reasons they 
can do that is we have the 
finest armed forces in the 
world. You shouldn’t need 
forces charities, anyone who 
has served their country 
shouldn’t be in need of any¬ 
thing. But there are people 
who have been injured, suf¬ 
fering physical or mental 
trauma or are in financial 
difficulty.” 

Steve added that he has 
a son and a niece who are 
in the armed forces and his 
brother served in the Royal 
Navy for 25 years. 

He said: “If they were in 
need I would like to think 
there would be someone 
there to look after them. SSA- 
FA helped over 60,000 people 
last year and that’s why I 
thought I needed to do some¬ 
thing. “I wish I could have 
raised more.” 

£2,500 was generated by 
Steve and he is hoping more 
for more SSAFA donations.

Our coalition has a number of 
concerns with the Criminal 
Injuries Compensation Scheme 
and are urgently calling for 
a government review. The 
Scheme plays a vital role in the 
recovery of victims of violent 
crime - it is the means by 
which the Ministry of Justice 
compensates them. But it does 
not work for all victims and 
survivors, particularly those 
who’ve been subjected to child 
sexual abuse or exploitation. 

The scheme defines “con¬ 
sent” to sexual activity in a 
way that is inconsistent with 
the law. This means victims 
of child sexual abuse can be 
denied compensation if the 
Criminal Injuries Compensa¬ 
tion Authority believes they 
complied with their abuse; 
even if this apparent compli¬ 
ance was following grooming, 
or through fear or lack of 
understanding. 

This has been applied even 
after perpetrators received 
long sentences for grooming 
and sexually abusing children, 
and where these children 
were aged under 16. This is a 
disgrace.

Police stations need to stay 


I was asked to express the view 
of Wimbledon Labour Party 
on the proposed closure of 
Wimbledon Police Station, but 
referred the journalist to our 
chair Tom Bolger. The view I 
express now is my own and is 
based on my experience as an 
NHS worker in the 1970’s when 
the first great land sell-offs 
started there: every little cot¬ 
tage hospital, subsidiary hos¬ 
pital, convalescent home was 
closed and the land sold to de¬ 
velopers. In subsequent years, 
as the population has continued 


to grow, as life expectancy has 
increased and as medical sci¬ 
ence has progressed unabated, 
the need for those buildings / 
plots so neatly disposed of, is a 
but an unobtainable dream. 

Instead we have 30 year con¬ 
tracts on PFI buildings, where 
we pay exorbitant rent and 
prohibitive interest on the loan: 
this is crippling the NHS. 

So now we come to the clo¬ 
sure and sell-off of fire stations 
and police stations: I hear the 
same echoes: greater popula¬ 
tions, changing demographics, 


changing priorities but always 
a need to adequately house the 
public services we all pay for 
and expect: so last week I signed 
a petition against the closure of 
Mitcham Police Station and this 
week I am defending my local 
police station in Wimbledon: my 
hunch is that the Wimbledon 
land is more valuable so that 
will be the station which will 
close first: no joined up think¬ 
ing about Wimbledon being a 
major transport hub. 

In fact I don’t want to get into 
the argument of which police 


station should stay and which 
should go (or go first): this is 
semantics: a red herring that 
diverts our attention from the 
reality. Public services are here 
to stay and for these to be effec¬ 
tive we must retain the land / 
buildings, even if over time, the 
way they are used to provide 
our services changes with time. 

My view is for no closures or 
sell-offs of either police station, 
Mitcham or Wimbledon.

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Ambulance serivce advises action to take after acid attack 

Night of acid attacks 
prompts first aid guide

THE London Ambulance Service 
has released a guide on what to 
do in the case of an acid attack. 

The information was shared 
last Friday after noxious sub¬ 
stances were used in a string of 
attacks in the capital. 

Medical director Dr Fenella 
Wrigley advised taking the fol¬ 
lowing steps: 

• Remove the chemical causing 
the burn while protecting your¬ 
self. Wear gloves or use a towel or 
other suitable object. 

• Remove contaminated cloth¬ 
ing or jewellery to prevent fur¬ 
ther burning. 

• Rinse the burn immediately 
with a gentle, steady stream of 
cool tap water over the burn for 
10 or more minutes. A shower 
can be used if available, and mild 
soap can be used on skin safely. 
Always protect your eyes while 
washing acid off your skin. 

• Loosely apply a dry bandage, 
gauze or clean cotton clothing. 

• For minor burns (not affect¬ 
ing the face) take an over-the- 


counter pain reliever, such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen. 

• For further medical advice, 
call NHS 111. 

When to seek emergency care: 

• The person is showing signs 
of shock such as fainting, a pale 
complexion or very shallow 
breathing. 


• The chemical has burnt 
through the first layer of skin 
(ie a blister has formed) and the 
burn covers an area more than 
eight centimetres in diameter. 

• The chemical burn goes all 
the way round a limb or involves 
the eyes, hands, feet, face, groin 
or buttocks, or a major joint.

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CHUNKY SHEPHERD'S PIE 

Former Bake Off star Candice Brown says you’ll want a second helping of her hearty 
chunky shepherd’s pie, a recipe she came up with to keep her boyfriend happy... 


"Liam likes mince and he likes pota¬ 
toes - just not cooked together in the 
same pot! So I tried it with lamb stew¬ 
ing steak, and voila. 

"The chunky shepherd's pie is now 
a permanent option at home," says 
Candice, who, since winning last 
year's Great British Bake Off, has re¬ 
leased her debut cookbook, Comfort. 

'This dish a really rich. The topping 
is almost a meal in itself, but we al¬ 
ways have seconds." 

Ingredients (Serves 4): Olive 
oil, Itbsp (heaped) plain flour, 800g 
lamb stewing steak (eg. neck), cut 
into 50p-sized pieces, 1 large red on¬ 
ion, diced, 1 red pepper, seeded and 
diced, 3 small carrots, peeled and 
diced, 2 celery sticks, diced, 150g 
chestnut mushrooms, diced, lOOg 
chorizo, skinned and sliced, Leaves 
from 1 small bunch fresh rosemary, 
thyme and sage, finely chopped, 1 
dried bay leaf, 2tsp finely chopped 
garlic (jarred or fresh), 1 small fresh 
red chilli, finely chopped (remove the 
seeds if you don't like too much heat), 
Itsp hot smoked paprika, 1/2tsp pa¬ 
prika, 1/2tsp cayenne pepper, Itsp 
dried thyme, 2tsp mushroom/porcini 
powder (available from Whole Foods 
or online), Itbsp (heaped) tomato 
puree, 200ml red wine, 300ml beef 
stock (fresh or from stock cube), Itbsp 
Worcestershire sauce, Salt and freshly 


black pepper 

For the topping: 4 sweet pota¬ 
toes, 4 large baking potatoes, Milk, 
Butter, 3 leeks, trimmed and sliced, 
lOOg grated cheese, Salt and ground 
black pepper 

Method: 1. Preheat the oven to 
160C fan (180C/350F/Gas Mark 4). 

2. Heat up a glug of olive oil in a 
large frying pan over a medium/high 
heat. Season the flour with salt and 
pepper, then toss the lamb in the flour 
to coat lightly all over. Fry in batches 
until browned on all sides. As each 
batch of lamb is browned, transfer to a 
large casserole using a slotted spoon. 

3. Add another glug of olive oil to 
the frying pan, followed by the diced 
vegetables and sliced chorizo, the 
fresh herbs, bay leaf, garlic and chilli. 
Fry for four to five minutes. 

4. Stir in the paprika (both types), 
cayenne, dried thyme and mushroom 
powder. Turn the heat to medium. Add 
the tomato puree and stir in, then pour 
in the red wine. Allow this to bubble 
away for a couple of minutes before 
stirring in the beef stock and Worces¬ 
tershire sauce. 

5. Tip the whole lot over the meat 
in the casserole and give it a good mix 
round. The liquid should just be visible 
through the top layer of meat. Place 
the lid on the casserole and transfer to 
the oven to cook for two to two and a 


half hours - until the meat is tender. Stir 
occasionally. 

6 . With about one-and-a-half hours 
of cooking time to go, prick the sweet 
and baking potatoes with a knife, then 
set them on a baking tray and place in 
the oven with the casserole to bake for 
the remaining time. 

7. Melt a knob of butter in a frying 
pan over a low/medium heat, add the 
leeks and cook for five to six minutes 
until soft. Set aside to cool. 

8 . When the meat filling is cooked, 
remove the casserole from the oven. 
Taste for seasoning and stir through. 
Cover the casserole and set aside. 
Increase temperature to 180C fan 
(200C/400F/Gas Mark 6). 

9. Using a sharp knife (holding 
the potato with a tea towel), cut each 
sweet and baking potato in half 
lengthways and scoop out the soft 
flesh into a large bowl. Mash all the 
flesh together with a splash of milk 
and knob of butter. Stir through the 
leeks and half of the grated cheese. 
Season with black pepper. 

10. Cover the meat mixture with 
the potato and cheese mix. Scatter the 
remaining grated cheese over the top. 
Put the casserole back into the oven 
(without the lid) and bake for about 25 
minutes until the cheese has melted, 
the top is golden and the meat juices 
are bubbling up around the edges. 



11. Serve hot, with a heap of broccoli 
and greens.

Sales agreed and sales to 
first-time buyers (FTBs): 

• The number of sales agreed 
per branch rose from 10 in May 
to 11 in June. 

• The proportion of sales 
made to FTBs rose to 30 per cent 
in June - the highest amount 
since January.

Mark Hayward, Chief 
Executive, NAEA Propertymark 
said: "In May, we saw a period 
of political uncertainty, with new 
buyers stalling their house search 
until after the election. 

"In June however, it seems the 
market has bounced back, with 
the number of house hunters 
rising. 

"Although we have seen a 
decrease in the number of houses 
available per branch, we have 
seen a rise in the number of 
sales - which is typical of this 
time of year as buyers and sellers 
push through their property 
transactions ahead of the quieter 
summer months."

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The seventh generation Ford Fiesta is at its most appealing in three 
cylinder 1.0 EcoBoost petrol form. JONATHAN CROUCH takes a look. 



TEN SECOND REVIEW: Ford's 
latest Fiesta is a useful development 
over what went before. What hasn't 
changed is the 1.0-litre EcoBoost 
turbo petrol unit that most buyers will 
probably want. That's a good thing. 
BACKGROUND: Ford knows what 
it's doing when it comes to developing 
small cars for a demanding clientele 
and the seventh generation Fiesta is no 
exception. 

This car is effectively a far-reaching 
re-development of the previous sixth 
generation design and, as with that 
model, one of the strongest weapons 
this one has is its 1.0-litre three cylinder 
EcoBoost petrol engine. 

Since we first saw this unit back in 
2012, virtually every other rival has 
developed its own downsized three 
cylinder 1.0 or 1.2-litre petrol turbo 
engine to try and compete. This Ford 
powerplant still feels a cut above most 
of them though. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Certain 
realities exist in the supermini market. 

The additional cost of diesel engines 
rarely makes them big sellers, so this 
is where the state of the art in petrol 
engines is often played out. For some 
years now, Ford's 1.0-litre Ecoboost 
three-cylinder unit has been in the box 
seat in this regard. It's now available 
in a top 140PS variant as well as the 
usual 100 and 125PS guises. Either 
way, it's pretty vivid. In 100PS form, 
62mph from rest takes 10.5s en route 
to 113mph. In the 125PS model, those 


figures improve to 9.9s and 121 mph, 
while with the 140PS derivative, you're 
looking at 9s and 125mph. 

The Fiesta has long been one of the 
very best superminis to drive. This new 
generation model is 15% stifferthan 
before and both front and rear track 
measurements are wider. 


The engineers tell us that the chassis 
now offers 10% more cornering 
grip, supported by Electronic Torque 
Vectoring Control, which enhances the 
driving experience by applying a small 
amount of braking to inside wheels 
to assist traction and stability when 
cornering. 


Braking distances at 62mph are 
reduced by more than 8%. There are 
freshly developed five and six-speed 
manual gearboxes. 

And rear disc brakes feature on 
models with engines developing more 
than 100PS. 

DESIGN AND BUILD: If you go by 


the maxim that if something looks right, 
it is right, then you'll probably like the 
look of this seventh generation Fiesta. 

As before, it's offered in both three 
and five-door bodystyles and both are 
tidy pieces of styling with evolutionary 
styling and a bolder, wider front grille. 
The side profile is more settled and less 


wedge-shaped, combining with 71mm 
of additional body length and 12mm 
of additional width to give what Ford 
hopes is a longer and more premium 
appearance. 

Inside, it's completely different from 
what went before. Gone is the previous 
button-heavy fascia with its cheap 
plastics. In fact, the number of buttons 
on the centre console has been reduced 
by almost half, with many connectivity 
and entertainment controls relocated 
to a freshly developed 'SYNC3' 8-inch 
touchscreen. 

A semi-translucent piano black insert 
stretches all the way from the instrument 
binnacle to the centre console, giving 
the cabin a touch of class. Rear seat 
passengers benefit from 16mm more 
knee room, supported by new slim-back 
seats that are softer, and offer greater 
side-to-side support. 

This Fiesta's tailgate is wider for easier 
access to the boot, and improved storage 
for personal belongings is delivered 
with a 20% larger glovebox and a 1-litre 
media bin in the centre console. 
MARKET AND MODEL You'll need 
to be budgeting the best part of £15,000 
fora Fiesta with the 1.0-litre EcoBoost 
petrol engine we've been looking at here 
- list price-wise anyway. As usual, there's 
a £650 premium to pay if you want the 
extra flexibility of five doors. With this 
engine, you have to buy in at the 'Zetec' 
level of trim and at this point in the line¬ 
up, this powerplant only comes in its base 
100PS form.
